EDITOR MIY BE NAMED 
AMBASSADOR TO ITALY 


CARDINALS APPEAL TO 
POPE FOR MORE SALARY. 


By Associated Press. 
Rome, Feb. l l . — The Giornale d’ 
Italia says the cardinals living in 
Rome have asked the Pope to raise 
their salaries as they cannot make 
both ends meet, owing to the in­ 
creased cost of living. 
W ith the exception of the Papal 
Secretary of State, the chancellor 
of the church and the archpriest of 
St. Peter’s, 
the cardinals, 
it is 
pointed out, receive only 21,500 lire 
yearly, plus 2000 lire for privy ex­ 
penses. 
A t the present rate of ex­ 
change this amounts altogether to 
$1175 yearly.

W ashington Feb. lL-^Opening 
the political campaign of the Amer­ 
ican Federation of Labor, President 
Gompers, in an address yesterday 
before, the shipbuilding trades con­ 
vention here, asked the aid of the 
unions 
represented 
in 
electing 
members of congress and otljer of­ 
ficials favorable to organized labor. 
Ile promised every assistance of 
the federation iii obtaining for the 
United States the greatest mer­ 
chant marine of the world, through 
continuance of the war-time con­ 
struction program. 
Gompers said the failure of the 
congress to carry the ship program 
to a logical conclusion was typical 
of the attitude of congress toward 
all constructive legislation.

It is a policy just the reverse of 
that in every other country,” the 
speaker asserted, 
describing the 
liberal movement in Europe, 
“it 
is your duty to see that this ten­ 
dency toward autocracy is curbed. 
In our fight you can expect the bit­ 
terest opposition from every ene­ 
my of labor—especially from every 
standpatter, reactionary and some 
damn fools on the ‘bill.’ ” 
Gompers assured the delegates 
that 
the 
federation’s 
campaign 
would be conducted on the same 
lines as heretofore and that the la­ 
bor vote world not be committed 
to any party, but would be used ex­ 
clusively “to reward our friends 
and defeat our enemies.” 
J. -v. O’Conneil, vice president of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
o timed the plans for the federa­ 
tion’s campaign. 
He declared the 
present congress was “the most re­ 
actionary in the 
history 
of this 
country” and that from it labor 
nee J not hope for the slightest re­ 
medial legislation.

TO BE USED IN 
' MAKING OF PAPER 


By Associated Press. 
Seattle, Feb. ll.—Alaska wants 
to throw open 
lier millions 
of 
acres of national forests so that the j 
.billions of feet of paper wood of I 
the north land can help relieve the ■ 
pulp and newsprint famine, Govern* j 
or Thomas Higgs, jr., of Alaska, de- j 
dared here recently. 
Governor Riggs was here on his 
Way from Juneau, capital of Alaska, 
to Washington, I). €., where he ex- j 
petted to help press pending legis­ 
lation intended to remove restric- j 
fions and allow *pulp manufacturers ' 
to go into the Tongass and Chn- i 
gach reservations, the northern ter­ 
ritory’s two great reserves. 
Pulp and paper men are anxious ; 
to go to Alaska and establish mills j 
as great as those operated in Brit- j 
ish Columbia not far south of the i 
Alaska boundary line, the governor j 
asserted.' Under ri-e present laws j 
the pulp makers cannot enter the ! 
reservations with any certainty that j 
they will he allowed to stay. 
Alaska’s great forests stretch ov- ! 
er 
approximately 
34,OOO 
square I 
miles, an area nearly equal in s i z e , 
to the slate of Indiana, according 
to estim ates made by government 
officials. 
Several hundred million feet of 
good pulp wbo<l. including western 
yellow’ pine, hemlock, Sitka spruce, 
white fir and lodge-pole pine, are 
f on the forest reserves alone. 


( 
The Tongass reserve, in south­ 
eastern Alaska, is especially adapt 
ed to the manufacture of pulp and 
paper, forestry officials have report­ 
e d . There is plenty of water pow­ 
er, ocean harbors open tile year 
round, timber skirting the water 
and weather similar to that of the 
Puget Sound. 
The governor 
intends 
to ask 
Washington to restore the reserves 
to the national domain or to open 
them to the pulp industry.
